Remarks 


The figures of births and deaths shewn in this state- 
ment for the week ending the 20th August, 1949, relate to 
166 towns with an estimated population of 21,871 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 213 and their population is 
*-5,943 thousands. Thus 77% of the total number of towns 
representing 84% of the total population is covored in 
this statement, The numbers of births and deaths recorded 
in these towns were 13,616 and 8,928 representing birth 
and death ratos of 32 ■ 4 and 21 • 2 per thousand of 
population respectively. 

(A) Province-i . — The data here relate to 166 towns with 
an estimated population of 20,681 thousands. Information 
for Bihar and Assam could not be included. The total 
number of towns is 189 and their population is 23,320 thou- 
sands. Thus 82% of the total number of towns represent- 
ing 88% of the total population is covered- The numbers 
ol births and deaths recorded in these towns were 12,950 
and 8,417 representing birth and death rates of 32-7 and 


21 • 3 per thousand of population respectively. The table 
at the end gives the position by provinces. 

The townB of Khandwain C.P., Etawah and Hathras in 
U.P. and Puri in Orissa reoorded high death rates of 74 ‘3, 
64 - 6, 52-0 and 52' 0 per thousand respectively. In Khandwa 
and Hathras tho number of deaths due to fever were higher. 
In Etawah and Puri the high death rates were not due to 
any specifio cause. 

(B) Unions and States . — The data horo relate 
to 10 towns with an estimated population of 1,290 
thousands. The total numbor of towns is 24 and then- 
population is 2,623 thousands. Thus 42% of the total 
number of towns representing 49% of the total popula- 
tion is covered. The numbers of births and deaths were 706 
and 611 representing birth and death rates of 28-4 and 20 '6 
per thousand of population respectively. No town 
recorded a high doath rate of 60 or ovor per thousand of the 
population.
